One thought of that when the

This is a story which somehow 
has never been put into per- 
spective. The Filipino people are 
Asian. But they are distant from 
the peoples and the lands which 
knew Colonial government under 
the Dutch, the French, the Brit- 
ish and the Portuguese. Nowhere 
in all of the vast area of Colgnial 
Asia was there any loyalty to 
Colonial power which compares 
even remotely with that of the 
Philippines. 


Magnificent Record 


The British have accumulated 
a magnificent record of assisting 
units of their once-far-flung em- 
pire to orderly independence. 
Wherever the British governed 
there was at least some public 
education, a trained bureaucracy 
of indigenous people, and, most 
important of all, a system of 
courts and an understanding of 
the processes of law. 


But the one Asian experience 
of the United States is unique. 
From the beginning there was 
not merely the promise of in- 
dependence. There was a planned 
progress toward it. At the end 
of the war the tremendous power 


- of revolutionary forces loosed in 


the world were in _ evidence in 
the Philippines. But the leaders 
had faith in the United States 
and the transition to independence 
was a happy one. 


The image of the brown hands 
reaching through the wire is not 
in any degree lessened. 


The second memory is a later 
one. It is of several conversa- 
tions with an earnest, intelligent, 
young lady schoolteacher from 
the Philippines at a_ graduate 
school seminar in this country. 


The few signs of questioning 
Opposition to the President’s visit 
were placards asking why Japan 
has received more economic as- 
Sistance than the Philippines. 
There were others from the dis- 
tressed producers of copra (dried 
meat of coconuts used in manu- 
facturing oil and soap). These 
recalled talks with her. 


Young Teacher 


The young teacher could bring 
herself close to indignation on 
the subject of U.S. assistance to 
Japan. It is difficult for a Fili- 
pino to understand . . . recalling 
the presence of the Japanese and 
all the suffering and sorrow 
thereby produced. The need for 
bases and of economic sufficien- 
cy for Japan to save her from 
turning, of necessity, to the Com- 
munists for trade was not clear 
to the Filipinos who were them- 
selves in want of so many things. 


This little reminder, from the 
tiny opposition in Manila, makes 
us see again that world trade 
likely will be the hottest feature 
of the cold war. 


We must participate. And we 
aren’t doing much planning. The 
government soon will reduce 
some tariffs, but there will be 
howls from the Congress—echo- 
ing hometown business forces. 
The adjustment will be the more 
painful. if.me wait util it is 
forced. And that is what we seem 
intent on doing.

Red Spy Abel 
Pushes Swap 


For Powers 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The at- 
torney for imprisoned Soviet spy 
Rudolph Ivanovich Abel left for 
Europe Friday to await word 
from the U. S. government on a 
plan to ask the Russians to ex- 
change Abel for American U2 
pilot Francis G. Powers. 


James B. Donovan said Thurs- 
day night that Oliver Powers, a 
Pound, Va., cobbler, had written 
Abel offering to ask President 
Eisenhower and the State De- 
partment to initiate negotiations 
for such a trade. 


Denovan indicated that Abel, 
59, who is serving a 30-year es- 
pionage sentence, favored the 
plan. 


A possible stumbling block to 
any negotiations lay in the fact 
that the Russians never have ac- 
knowledged the existence of Abel, 
who was arrested in Brooklyn in 
1957 for transmitting U. S. de- 
fense and atomic secrets. 


While the United States has ad- 
mitted Powers made a spy flight 
over Russia, the Russians never 
have acknowledged any cf the 
acts of espionage at which its 
agents have been caught.

“I’m perfectly willing to follow 
his judgment,” James L. Bentley 
of Atlanta echoed.

Gray and Bentley have been the 
most vocal proponents of a plan 
to garner a bloc of Southern dele- 
gate votes for Talmadge.

U.S. Finds Deadly Lead Salts 
In Bootleg Liqttor Sold Here 


By RICHARD ASHWORTH 


U.S. government chemists have 
found high concentrations of dead- 
ly lead salts—which can cause 
death from lead poisoning — in 
moonshine liquor sold in the At- 
lanta area, The Constitution 
learned Friday. 


Some of the liquor contained 
nine and one-half times the 
amount of lead salts considered 
dangerous to human beings, ac- 
cording to Louis E. Héwell, assis- 
tant regional commissioner of the 
federal Alchohol and Tobacco Tax’ 
Unit. 


Similar concentrations of lead 
salts have been found in illicit 


liquor seized in raids throughout 
the seven-state Southeastern area, 
Howell said. 


More than 50 per cent of moon- 
shine liquor which was tested 
after being confiscated in the re- 
cent roundup of bootleggers in 
Atlanta showed presence of lead 
salts, said C. C. (Jack) Plampin, 
director of the Tax-Paid Liquor

Civil Aeronautics Board Friday 
granted the 12 major domestic 
airlines a 5 per cent passenger 
fare increase, effective July 1, to 
help them provide safe and effi- 
cient service. 


The board authorized the car- 
riers to raise fares 22 per cent, 
plus an additional $1 surtax for 
each one-way ticket. The board 
said this would give the lines a

Nixon Plans 


To Reveal 
Farm Stand

WASHINGTON — Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, who leaves Saturday 
on a four-day trip that will in- 
clude three Midwestern farm 
states, was reported to be ready 
to “touch” on the touchy farm 
issue. 


His press secretary, Herbert G. 
Klein, told newsmen Friday that 
Nixon. would not make a formal 
farm speech in the Midwest at 
this time, but would “touch’’ on 
the issue if asked questions at a 
press conference scheduled for 
Fargo, N.D., Monday morning. 


Nixon will leave early Satur- 
day for Texas, the first stop on 
a swing that will carry him to 
North and South Dakota, prairie 
states with Republican Senate 
seats at stake in this year’s elec- 
tion. Missouri is the third Mid- 
western state on his itinierary, 
but it has no senatorial contest 
this year. 


In North Dakota, he will seek 
to help Republican Gov. John E. 
Davis defeat Democratic Rep. 
Quentin Burdick in a special elec- 
tion June 28 for a_ short-term 
Senate seat. This contest is re- 
garded as a critical one because 
of its expected psychological im- 
pact on both national conventions 
in July and because the major is- 
sue appears to be Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson. 


The special election was caused 
by the death early this year of 
Sen. William Langer, Republican 
maverick whose main support 
was the non-partisan league. The 
league deserted the Republicans 
two years ago for the Democratic 
camp. Gov. Davis appointed 
former Gov. Norma Burnsdale, 
(R), to the seat until the special 
election. 


A victory by the Republican 
governor would bolster Republi- 
can hopes in the Midwestern 
farm belt where most candidates 
have either denounced or said lit- 
tle about Secretary Benson.

As anticipated, Moscow and Peiping 
are making bolder and bolder moves as 
a result of their success in wrecking the 
summit meeting and forcing cancellation 
of President Eisenhower's visit to Japan. 
Their political, psychological and propa- 
ganda offensive has never been more 
intense. 

The Red Chinese have launched the 
heaviest bombardment in history of the 
Nationalist Chinese islands as a “wel- 
come” to the President to Taiwan. Pei- 
ping screams defiance and insults via ra- 
dio as the propaganda barrage in Asia 
continues. 

In Japan the government of Premier 
Kishi fights to hold on amid further left- 
ist disorders and demonstrations until the 
mutual security treaty with the United 
States is ratified. Upon this treaty rests 
Japan's security against Communist ag- 
gression and U.S. strategy to prevent 
eventual conquest of all Asia. 

Under the circumstances, the United 
States can do nothing except to stand 
firm, take stock of our failures and try 
to correct them. Should the Kishi gov- 
ernment fall—as likely—Japan must be 
made to realize that her security—as in- 
deed it does—lies with the United States. 
Loss of Japan would be an incalculable 
disaster. 

Here at home, Congress shows signs of 
coming to life. The Senate has beefed up 
the defense budget by about a billion 
dollars. The House is considering restor- 
ing the reckless cuts in the Mutual Se- 
curity program by its appropriations com- 
mittee. 

Strengthening defenses and in- 
creasing our foreign aid program to 
whatever extent necessary are the imme- 
diate and obvious steps. The Communist 
drive to upset the world power balance 
must be checkmated. Otherwise, war will 
become almost inevitable.

Georgia Retains Power 
In U.S. House, But— 


It now appears that Georgia will not 
lose one of its 10 seats in the U.S. House 
of Representatives after all. And that’s 
welcome news to the whole state. 


Census reports tentatively show the 
state has gained 13.7 per cent in popula- 
tion in the past 10 years for a total of 
3,917,240. This compares with a national 
average gain of more than 18 per cent 
but is still greater than gains of about 20 
other states. Thus Georgia’s congression- 
al power will not be diluted. 

The same cannot be said, however, for 
Georgia voters. Under the present con- 
gressional apportionment, the disparity 
between districts is becoming greater 
each year. With the continued shift in 
population the people in urban districts 
have a smaller voice in Congress while 
those in areas of declining population 
gain in power. 

The Fifth District, for instance, now 
has about 821,631 people. The Second has 
299,880; the Ninth, 271,041; the Seventh 
and Eighth, 289,875 and 289,876. Districts 
are based on geography, not people. And 
under the present setup, citizens of the 
Fifth District have about a third the rep- 
resentation of the smaller ones. 

Like the county unit system, Geor- 
gia’s present congressional districts di- 
lute the voting power of thousands. of 
citizens. It is unfair and politically dis- 
honest. During the. next decade—if un- 
changed—it will become more so.

A mean little voice inside says it was wrong for the Wright 
brothers’ airplane to flutter and flop but airplanes didn’t go on doing 


It is not always easy to tell Wright from wrong, of course, and 


that is just the fault of the solemn wing of conservatism: it tries 
so hard to card-file the past that it forgets peoplé won't stay put.

This is no broadside against intelligent conservatives. 


It is, 


however, a bazoo at the solemn and certain sort of conservative who 


wrote that article. 


“It is to the preservation of use-tested institutions that con- 
servatives are dedicated,” continues our friend—perhaps oblivious 
to indoor plumbing—“‘opposing themselves to those foolish experi- 
menters who cannot see into the future because they will not first 
school themselves by an examination of history.” 

One thing worse than a foolish experimenter ignorant of history 
is a solemn conservative who thinks he alone has read the word. 

The fact is, Georgia has a good deal of this solemn sort of con- 
servatism. We ought to skip a verse or two of old hymn 13, Status 
Quo, and have a whack at more educated exploration (a much sound- 
er term than foolish experimentation). 

At the present rate of orthodox industrial growth, for instance, 
Georgia’s need for industry is not going to be met soon or ever. 
Machine-made unemployment is growing nationally as the labor force 
multiplies. The American market cannot match the pace if it simply 
depends on growth of demand for present products to soak up the 


growing production. 


We have the productivity to glut the market 


with mousetraps if everybody goes on manufacturing the same model. 
The answer to a glutted market is to widen the market, of course, 


with a better mousetrap. 


Rather than import orthodox plants ana settle for that, Georgia 
needs to invent, to imagine, to progress; to survey her raw ma- 
terials and originate uses; to hurdle the mass and pioneer markets 
with a surge of enterprise in the manufacture of the new and the 


distinctive. 


Solemn conservatives can't do that. 
But in this generation Georgia has progressive conserva- 


menters. 


Neither can foolish experi- 


tives who, instead of reading hymns to themselves, can read the 


future as well as the past. 
. 


They can see the plant at Hahira that was set up near tobacco 
fields to make cigarets, and failed. They will note the plant at 
Douglas where imaginative men tried compressing dross from the 


pine woods into kindling bricks for fireplaces, and failed. 


But 


what was wrong for them a quarter-century ago may be quite right 
today. For the moment, and men, have changed. 

The progressive conservatives who are putting the nuclear reactor 
at Georgia Tech had no atomic past to guide by. ‘The men who are 
redesigning Atlanta’s skyline with four skyscrapers rising at this 
moment are men who used their heads and hearts as well as their 
history books. Georgia has enough like them to make a great South, 
if somebody will please turn off that old hymn.

WASHINGTON—Sen. Kennedy’s major foreign 
policy speech was received in an atmosphere 
that was antiseptically nonpolitical and almost, 
but not quite, nonpartisan. Only the crowded galleries gave a

that this was an important step for the Democratic front-runner, who 
was attempting to prove that he can cope with Khrushchev. 


None of his opponents was pres- 
ent. Majority Leader Johnson was 
in Texas straightening out affairs 
at home base. Vice President 
Nixon was absent from the chair. 
Sen. Symington was represented 
by an aide among the many staff 
members gathered around the 
edge of the chamber. 


The senator’s reply to his critics 
was delayed by a cheerful scuffle 
between Republicans and Demo- 
crats over the appointment of 
monitors who would make sure 
that presidential candidates got 
equal time on radio and television. 
Minority Leader Dirksen heated- 
ly contended that he was ‘‘against 
watchdogs until there was dog- 
gery tobe watched.” , 

Finally, an hour behind sched- 
ule, the senator took the floor 
and read his collection of reflec- 
tions on what is wrong with our 
foreign policy. 

At once, the senator widened 
the gap between/himself and his 
most formidable contender, Ma- 
jority Leader Johnson. Sen. John- 
son has foreclosed criticism of 
the U2 incident, has backed the 
President all the way from Paris

to Tokyo. Vice President Nixon 
echoed the Johnson sentiments 
about the summit collapse when 
he, too, demanded over the week- 
end that Khrushchev apologize to 
the United States. 


Sen. Kennedy found no apologies 
for our department overseas. 

“As a substitute for policy, Ei- 
senhower had tried smiling at 
the Russians; our State depart- 
ment has tried frowning at them, 
and Nixon has tried both. None 
have succeeded.” 

When he finished, acting Ma- 
jority Leader Mansfield of Mon- 
tana told the youthful senator ex- 
actly what he most wished to 
hear. He praised him for his ‘‘ma- 
turity.” 

A former rival on the campaign 
trail, Sen. Humphrey, gave a gen- 
erous, judicious appraisal of Sen. 
Kennedy’s utterances. Being in a 
position to know, Sen. Humphrey 
said he was familiar with the ma- 
terial, sometimes individual, 
sometimes in grouping, but that 
the speech represented ‘‘a kind 
of comprehensive, integrated 
thinking” on foreign policy.

There is, of 
course, a bigger market for pine 
than there is for oak, and poplar 
is much favored by certain sec- 
tions of industry because a poplar 
plug makes a good bung for a 
beer barrel. But it seemed a little 
far fetched to believe that the 
Forest Service would kill off a lot 
of oaks and hickories just to 
please the folks who want pine- 
paneled dens or poplar bung stop- 
pers in their beer barreis. 

In fact I called up the forestry 
people and asked them about this. 
They said it was such a ridiculous 
accusation they didn't feel much 
like dignifying it with a reply. 
But they would’ say this. It was 
absolutely untrue, 

The spanworm, the forestry 


would kill off all the 


Cherokees out. It was here when 
the Mayflower arrived so far as 
anybody knows. It can be killed 
all right by: squirting it with a 
pound of DDT in a gallon of fuel 
oil sprayed from an airplane over 
an acre of ground. But it would 
cost about three million dollars 
to spray the two million acres of 
Georgia land now infected. It’s 
easier to let the spanworms’ nat- 
ural enemies, a fungus and a cou- 
ple of kinds of wasps kill it off 
as they always do in time. Letting 
it alone will lose about $200,000 
worth of timber but that’s cheap- 
er than spending three million 
dollars to spray it. 

So I guess Lovell talked too 
fast. But there is still the seed of 
a great idea in this. If the For- 
estry Service was killing trees 
with spanworms—then the Agri- 
culture department could sajve all 
its surplus problems by turning 
boli weevils loose in the cotton, 
potato bugs’ in the potatoes, and 
rust in the wheat. 

And I could accuse Richard 
Nixon of putting those aphids on 
my Eleanor Roosevelt rose.

The charge that Russian representatives to the 
Baptist World Alliance in Rio de Janeiro, beginning 
next Sunday, are using the Alliance as a channel for 
Communist propaganda has been made by a Baptist 
official in Sao Paulo, Brazil. 


Top-ranking Russian Baptists expected to attend the coming 
sessions are Jakob Zhidkov, president of the All-Union Council of 
Evangelical Christian Baptists of the USSR and vice president of 
the BWA, and Alexander Karev, secretary to the All-Union Council 
and co-pastor of the only Protestant church in Moscow. 


Charging that Zhidkov and Karev have been visiting interna- 
tional church and peace conferences for 20 years as promoters of 
the Russian propaganda line was the Rev. Robert Collins. 


The Rev. Mr. Collins is director of the Regular Baptist Press 
of Brazil] and South Brazilian vice president of the Latin American 
Alliance of Christian Churches. 


In a prepared statement, the Rev. Mr. Collins declared Karev 
had at one time been identified as a member of the Russian 
secret police and that Zhidkov in 1952 had, in the name of the 
church he leads, called the late Joe Stalin “standard bearer of 
the peace in the whole world.”’ 

Several Atlantans, including Dr. Monroe F. Swilley Jr., have 
already left for the Brazil meeting and several others are planning 
to leave in the next few days. 

The Alliance drew huge crowds when it was held here in 
Ponce de Leon Park in July, 1939.

Roles in the American Family?

There seems to be some sort 
of struggle going on in Ameri- 
can families that makes the 
the Soviet - U.S.A. power bout 
look ilke a _ novice’s_ tiddley 
winks tournement. 


‘“‘Women,”” say some self- 
styled experts — mostly men 
—‘‘are usupring the male role 
in the family. They are reduc- 
ing men to the sole role of 
breadwinner and house helper.” 


These authoritiss without dish- 
pan hands claim men are doing 
work the girls used to do: dia- 
pering the baby, helping with 
the dishes and cooking. 


One of the most vociferous 
writers on this subject is Phil- 
lip Wylie whose chapter on 
“momism’’ in ‘Generation of 
Vipers”’ likens the mother of the 
family to a creature who is a 
cross between a black widow 
spider and a preying mantis. 


Wylie has since softened his 
view, but the idea goes on. 


In the first place, modern 
woman may have the RIGHT to 
expect a little help with the 
family from her husband. 


About one third of the labor 
force in Atlanta is composed 
of women. Over half of these 
are mothers. 


If mom is going to help out 
on what used to be pop’s re- 
sponsibility, then pop shouldn't 
mind wiping a dish or two or 
helping with the baby.
